Not only should he take better 
care of the woodlands he has, but he 
should add to his supply of trees by 
planting more every year. Forests may 
be made productive, like any other 
crop, but be kept growing and increas­ 
ing all the time, only the surplus be­ 
ing used. ” 
In Crow Wing county in the past a 
tree has been deemed a nuisance, and 
in many cases no doubt it is, but in 
cutting merchantable timber in North­ 
ern Minnesota, as elsewhere, there has 
been an awful waste by carelessness. 
Any tree not big enough for ties or 
lumber has been ruthlessly slaughtered 
in getting out a larger one. Often time 
small trees were sacrificed which in a 
very few years would have had a 
greater value than the one actually 
sought. A little care in preserving the 
young trees and giving them a chance 
to grow will bring your children, if not 
yourself a good little sum of money 
some day.

Complete plans for the New theater, 
which ir to be “ m aintained for the a d ­ 
vancem ent of a rt and uot for com m er­ 
cial gain,” on the block In Central 
I’ark West, betw een Sixty-second and 
Sixty-third streets, New York, were re­ 
cently given out by the architects of 
the rem arkable structure. 
T he exca­ 
vating work has been done, and the 
foundations of the theater have been 
laid Up to the level of the street. Work 
on the building will lie pushed from 
now* on, and it is expected th at the 
New theater will lie ready for the sea­ 
son of 1000. 
Its founders hope th at It will stand 
In the sam e relation to dram atic and 
musical art as do the principal thea­ 
ters of Europe. 
It Is planned not only 
to foster and stim ulate art by the pro­ 
duction of plays and light operas that 
are worth while, but also to m aintain 
a school of musical and dram atic art. 
The well to do men who stand lie- 
hind the project have arranged that ail 
profits above a very small Interest on 
the money Invested shall be devoted 
to the developm ent of such a school, 
the accum ulation of an endow m ent 
fund nnd other like purposes. 
Briefly, 
it Is planned to m ake the New theater 
the nearest thing to a national theater 
th a t can be obtained in the United 
States. 
The architects therefore have tried 
to plan a fitting home for th e develop­ 
ment of such an Idea. 
The stage and 
auditorium will occupy but a moder­ 
ate portion of its plan. 
Ample pro­ 
vision is made for a foyer, g ran d stair 
case, retiring and cloak rooms, smok­ 
ing room, entrances, roof garden, buf­ 
fet, quarters for confectioner and flor­ 
ist and sim ilar accommodations. 
The building will occupy a site front­ 
ing 2<M) feet on Central I’ark W e s t 
It 
will rim buck on Sixty-second street 
223 feet and 200 feet on Sixty-third 
street. 
The exterior Is to be of In­ 
diana limestone. 
The architecture win 
follow th*» Italian renaissance. 
Tho 
main building will have a high base 
containing all the entrances and a 
two Story colonnade. 
The foyer, ex­ 
tending through the height of two sto­ 
ries, 
will 
be accentuated 
by 
large 
arches extending thu full height of the 
columns. 
It m ay be noted in passing that the 
buffet will extend all along the front 
and that it will he open nil the year 
round, ns will tin* ro of garden, restau­ 
rant and a rt instruction schools. 
There will l>e tw enty-tw o entrances, 
the biggest at the two corners, and 
the others will be strung along Sixty* 
second nnd Sixty-third streets. 
At the 
corners will be two monumental dou­ 
ble staircases, one leading to the boxes, 
the other to the galleries. 
Tin* house will scat 2,318 people. 000 
in tin* orchestra pit, 300 in the boxes 
nnd 1,418 in the two galleries. 
The 
boxes are arranged in tw o tiers of 
tw enty-four each, most of which have 
been subscribed for. 
Nine stairw ays 
will lead from the boxes through the 
foyer. 
In the rear of the boxes will be 
a private hall, so th a t box occupants 
of one floor may visit other boxes on 
the sam e floor. 
The auditorium will be elliptical (n 
form, the long axis of the ellipse be­ 
ing parallel with tho stage, so that the 
farthest box in the center of the bouse 
will be no farther from the stage than 
the last orchestra seat ih the usual 
I small theater. 
No orchestra seat will be under a 
gallery. 
The architects have tried to 
make it possible for every person oc­ 
cupying a seat to hear and see every­ 
thing. 
T he acoustics will be as nearly 
perfect as possible. 
The stage is to he 100 feet wide, 08 
feet deep and 112 feet In the clear 
The depth below the stage will be 
thirty-tw o feet. 
The proscenium arch 
is to be forty-five feet wide and forty 
| feet high. 
Few theaters have a stag« 
so large. 
Accommodations for the stars will 
he luxurious. 
Rooms for tw enty-three 
men and fifteen women have been pro­ 
vided for. 
All the dressing rooms face 
on the street. 
Four or five of tin* thir- 
| teen elevators will be used to take the 
chorus girls and supers to and from 
the stage. 
The stage will be big enough for 
I grand opera. 
The Metropolitan stage 
is no larger.

idle men of the cities. 
Together with Rev. John Ellis, who 
is also in W ashington representing the 
recent St. I,ouls convention of idle men 
w ho are looking to the governm ent to 
do something to aid them, Mr. Farns­ 
w orth hop. s to interest the officials of 
th e country, from the president down, 
in the project. 
The adm inistration, It 
Is stated, is concerned over conditions 
existing in many sections of the coun­ 
try, notably in the large cities, and In- 
‘ends. It is stated, to address itself to 
»he task of investigating the problem. 
In this way It is IiojkhI much of tho 
distress among the workingm en of the 
country may I».* greatly relieve«!. 
“ W hat we want to do in this country 
to a ll e v ia t e the situation is to educate 
th e Idle workingm an in the pursuit of 
Agriculture.” said Mr. Farnsw orth re­ 
cently to a reporter of the W ashington 
Star.

he says. Is an Ideal fixation for an In­ 
auguration of tin* work to solve tin* 
question of helping th e unemployed.

NEW RAILROAD SIGNALS 


German 
Device to Catch 
Engineer’* 
Attention on Approaching Signals. 
G erm any recently has been having 
Its share of the sam e epidemic of rail­ 
road 
disasters 
w hich 
aroused 
the 
American public a year ng*», and tho 
large num ber of accidents which were 
traced to th** failure of engine drivers 
to see signals has caused the Prussian 
railway adm inistration to adopt a new 
signal apparatus. 
The feature of the 
new system lies In the w arning given 
the engineer that he Is approaching a 
signal al>o»it 110 yards before th** sig­ 
nal Itself Is actually reached, says the 
New York Times. 
This Is accomplish­ 
ed by the u s e of an electric cab signal 
system which rouses th** driver's a t­ 
tention by ringing a bell and exposing 
a white slid«* directly before his eyes 
In the cab. 
W ith Ills attention thus 
S tim u la te d th«* driver will have no ex­ 
ecs*? for running by a signal in a fog. 
This combination of outside and Inside 
apparatus 
* 1 * m *s aw ay with the objec­ 
tion railroad men have mad«* to signal 
devices before th** engineer’s eyes In 
tin* cab, which they believed would 
tend to m ake him pay less attention to 
th«* line of road stretching before him. 
W atching from tin* locomotive Is ab­ 
solutely necessary for the safety of tho 
train and would gradually I»»* left un­ 
performed if attention w as distracted 
entirely to the little signal apparatus 
In the cah. 
The ap p aratu s now used In Prussia 
on several railroads Is as follows: At 
a fixed distance from the signal post 
two parallel iron bars w ith a small 
space l»etween them are mounted along 
the track for several yards. 
There is 
attached to the locomotive an arm 
which carries a bristly broom m ade of 
pliable copper wires. 
The passage of 
tlds broom between the Iron bars pro­ 
duces a contact which Is intense and 
free from concussion. 
An electrical ac­ 
tion follows upon the mechanism In 
the cab, n bell sounds ami a w hite 
slide replaces a red. 
The sign rem ains

Complete plans for the New theater, 
which is to be “maintained for the ad­ 
vancement of art and not for commer­ 
cial gain,” on the block in Central 
Park W est between Sixty-second and 
Sixty-third streets, New York, were re­ 
cently given out by the architects of 
the remarkable structure. 
The exca­ 
vating work has been done, and the 
foundations of the theater have been 
laid up to the level of the street Work 
on the building will be pushed from 
now on, aud it is expected that the 
N ev theater will l»e ready for the sea­ 
son of I boo. 
Its founders hope that it will stand 
In the same relation to dramatic and 
musical art as do the principal thea­ 
ters of Europe. 
It is planned not only 
to foster and stimulate art by the pro­ 
duction of plays and light operas that 
ure worth while, but also to maintain 
a school of musical and dramatic art. 
The well to do men who stand be­ 
hind the project have arranged that ail 
profits above a very small interest on 
the money invested shall be devoted 
to the development of such a school, 
the accumulation of an endowment 
fund and other like purposes. 
Briefly, 
it is planned to make the New theater 
the nearest thing to a national theater 
that enn be obtained in the United 
States. 
The architects therefore have tried 
to plan a fitting home for the develop­ 
ment of such an idea. 
The stage and 
auditorium will occupy but a moder­ 
ate portion of its plau. 
Ample pro 
vision is made for a foyer, grand stair 
case, retiring and cloak rooms, smok­ 
ing room, entrances, roof garden, buf­ 
fet, quarters for confectioner and flor­ 
ist and similar accommodations. 
The building will occupy a site front­ 
ing 200 feet on Central Park West. 
It 
will run back on Sixty-second street 
225 feet and 200 feet on Sixty-third 
street. 
Tile exterior is to be of In­ 
diana limestone. The architecture will 
follow the Italian renaissance. 
The 
main building will have a high base 
containing all the entrances and a 
two story colonnade. 
The foyer, ex­ 
tending through the height of two sto­ 
ries, 
a v ii I 
he accentuated 
by 
large 
arches extending the full height of the 
columns. 
It may be noted In passing that the 
buffet will extend all along the front 
and that it xviii be open all the year 
round, as will the roof garden, restau­ 
rant and art instruction schools. 
There will be twenty-txvo entrances, 
the biggest at the two corners, and 
the others will be strung along Sixty- 
second and Sixty-third streets. 
At the 
corners will be two monumental dou­ 
ble staircases, one leading to the boxes, 
the other to the galleries. 
The house will seat 2,318 people, GOO 
in the orchestra pit, 300 in the boxes 
and 1,418 in the two galleries. 
The 
boxes are arranged in two tiers of 
twenty-four each, most of which have 
been subscribed for. 
Nine stairways 
will lead from the boxes through the 
foyer. In the rear of the boxes will be 
a private hall, so that box occupants 
of one floor may visit other boxes ©a 
the same floor. 
The auditorium will be elliptical In 
form, the long axis of the ellipse be­ 
ing parallel with the stage, so that the 
farthest box in the center of the bouse 
will be no farther from the stage than 
the last orchestra seat ih the usual 
small theater. 
No orchestra seat will be under a 
gallery. 
The architects have tried to 
make it possible for every person oc­ 
cupying a seat to hear and see every- 
thing. 
The acoustics will be as nearly 
perfect as possible. 
The stiige is to be IOO feet wide, G8 
feet deep and 112 feet In the clear. 
The depth below’ the stage will be 
thirty-two feet. 
The proscenium arch 
is to be forty-five feet wide and forty 
feet high. 
Few theaters have a stag# 
so large. 
Accommodations for the stars will 
be luxurious. 
Rooms for twenty-three 
men and fifteen women have been pro­ 
vided for. 
All the dressing rooms face 
on the street. 
Four or five of the thir­ 
teen elevators will be used to take the 
chorus girls and supers to and from 
the stage. 
The stage will be big enough for 
grand opera. 
The Metropolitan stage 
is no larger.
